BERLIN, July 8 (AP)—Thou- 
sands of resentful East Berlin 
industrial workers went on sit- 
down strikes today. The Rus- 
sians, apparently fearful of 
another bloody revolt, met one 
of the workers’ demands by an- 
nouncing restoration of free 
travel between East and West 
Berlin, 

The workers were demanding 
also that hundreds of their com- 
rades arrested in the anti-Com- 
munist rebellion of June 17 be 
released from jail. The workers 
held the sitdown strikes in 
Soviet-operated plants and the 
„people's owned” mills and fac- 
tories. 

Radio Berlin said elevated 
and subway trains would run on 
normal schedules tomorrow and 
all persons would be permitted 
to cross the border in either di- 
rection without special passes. 
This removed the last restric- 
tion placed on the east sector of 
the divided city by the Red 
army under martial law imposed 
after the June rioting. 

Traffic Resumption, 

Resumption of the traffic had 
been demanded twice by the Al- 
lied commandants in West Ber- 
lin, who denied Russian charges 
that the workers’ rebellion was 
fomented by Western agents. 

West Berlin Police Chief Jo- 
hannes Stumm in reporting the 


strikes said the men were de- 


manding release of all workers 
arrested in the June 17 revolt. 

Earlier reports of the sitdowns 
touched off speculation that a 
new workers’ march on the Gov- 
ernment would materialize, much 
in the manner of last month's 
uprising which shook the Red 
world and brought Soviet arm- 
ored legions pouring into East 
Berlin. 

This time, however, the East 
Germans apparently tried the 
peaceful sitdown protest rather 
than risk further bloody clashes 
with Communist arms. 

Refugees from East Berlin 
said workers by the hundreds 
had laid down their tools at the 
Bergman Borsig works, the 
Stalin Allee housing project, the 
Henningsdorf steel mills, the 
Siemens electrical parts plant 
— the Rundersdorf pottery 
mill. 

The United States High Com- 
mission’s Berlin newspaper, 
Neue Zeitung, reported strikes 
and demonstrations in other So- 
viet zone cities. The protestants, 
it said, demanded the additional 
food and consumer goods prom- 
ised, by Communist Premier 
Otto Grotewohl.

Charles G. Smeltzer's first 
experience as an airplane pilot 
landed him in prison today.

An inquiry into the conduct of 
Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley of St. 
Louis county in connection with 
the whisky hijacking case last 
November, with a view to pos- 
sible institution of recall pro- 
ceedings, was decided on last 
night by the United Young Dem- 
ocratic Clubs of St. Louis county. 


The organization’s executive 
committee voted to appoint a 
special subcommittee to look 
into applicable laws, particularly 
with reference to Mosley's ac- 
ceptance of a $500 reward from 
an insurance company following 
recovery of the whisky. 

H. Jackson Daniel, president 
of the organization, said it was 
hoped the subcommittee would 
be able to report its recom- 
mendations to the membership 
at a meeting next Tuesday. 

‘Unbecoming an Officer.’ 
“It was felt by members at- 
tending last night's meeting that 
from the facts now known the 
Sheriff's actions were at best 
reprehensible and utterly unbe- 
coming an officer of St. Louis 
county,” Daniel said.

forward to and intends to work 
for peaceful re-unification of 
North and South Korea. 

Although expressing under- 
standing of President Rhee’s de- 
mand for guarantees of a united 
Korea, the President told a press 
conference that no one could tell 
exactly how the troubles in Ko- 
rea would come out. He declined 
to say whether he had received 
any indication from Rhee that 
the South Korean President 
would go along with the pro- 
posed armistice. 


Attainment of the unification 
objective by wa e, he said 
would have to be weighed 
against the success of United 
Nations’ procedures and be 
hoped those procedures would 
be successful. 

On Atomie Secrecy. 

Most of the 28-minute confer- 
ence was devoted to foreign af- 
fairs and included an assertion 
by Eisenhower that the present 
atomic energy law is outmoded 
because of itg secrecy provision 
which withholds information 
from the American people and 
our allies. 

We must be more frank with 
the American people, he said, so 
that they can form their own 


opinions, and that information 
should also be given to our al- 
lies» He indicated but did not 
say outright that the present 


law, written when it was thought 


the United States had a monop- 
oly on atomic information, 
should be amended. 

The atomic energy act forbids 
export of information on non- 
military aspects of atomic ener- 
gy except under highly detailed 
special circumstances. As amend- 
ed last year it also forbids ex- 
change with other nations of 
“restricted data” on weapons. 

The President, dressed in a 
light gray summer suit with a 
checkered tie, opened the con- 
ference by announcing that a 
White House summary of a con- 
fidential report on psychological 
warfare would be made public 
today. Later, he observed that 
this summary would have some- 
thing to say about the release of 
atomic information. 

East German Uprising. 

After volunteering his ob- 
servations on the Korean truce 
negotiations, he said that though 
he had received no new informa- 
tion about the uprising in East 
Germany, he had received tele- 
grams from President Walter 
Reuther of the CIO and Presi- 
dent George Meany of the AFL, 
now attending the International 
Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions in Stockholm, making 
recommendations to help the 
East German workers. 

The President said it was very 
significant that the free workers 
of the free countries were pro- 
testing against conditions of the 
workers in East Germany, sup- 
posedly a workers’ paradise. 

His other comments on inter- 
national affairs can be summar- 
ized as follows:

Suit for $600,000 damages was 
filed in United States District 
Court today by Rowley-Berst 
Corp., a Cincinnati (O.) con- 
struction concern. against St. 
Louis unions, labor leaders, 
Army Corps of Engineer offi- 
cers, and masonry contractors. 

The Ohio concern charged the 
defendants entered into “an 
agreement and combination” 
which hampered it in completing 
an $865,000 masonry contract 
for the Veterans Administration 
Hospital at Jefferson Barracks. 

Defendants in the suit, which 
claimed actual loss of $200,000 
and sought triple damages, were 
named as follows:

The budget request as pre- 
sented to the House already had 
been reduced more than five 
billion by the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration from the original 
41 billion dollars recommended 
by the Truman Administrat 
The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee is now hearing testimony 
by defense officials on the de- 
partment’s budget needs and on 
arguments against the House 
reduction of the revised budget. 

Four Proposals, 

In preparing what Government 
budgeteers call a reclama“ urg- 
ing restoration of funds, the de- 
parement has proposed that: 

1. Two hundred million dol- 
lars be put back into Air Force 
funds. The House trimmed 
$240,000,000 out of the $11,- 
688,000,000 in the revised 
budget, which was nearly five 
billions below the Truman 
figures. 

2. Restore $198,118,500 in 
the Army’s budget. The House 
had trimmed $689,000,000 from 
the $13,671,000,000 requested 
in the revised budget. 

3. Put back $137,312,000 of 
the $346,766,000 cut from the 
$9,650,695,000 reqquest for the 
Navy. 

4. Restore virtually all of 
the $10,125,000 cut from the 
$1,029,625,000 appropriation 
request for the office of the 
Secretary of Defense. 

Extent of 8 

Secretary of Defense Wilson, | © 
it was learned, has told Senators 
that actual defense spending 
this fiscal year will be $42,000,- 
000 more than last.

Dalton Office Rules Out 


Seeming Obstacles in 
Statutes and Constitu- 
tion.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 8 — 
When a new state voting-ma- 
chine enabling act becomes ef- 
fective Aug. 29 and the City of 
St. Louis has complied with that 
act, there will be no further bars 
to the use of voting machines in 
St. Louis, the Attorney General's 
department ruled late yesterday. 
| The opinion, requested by 
Michael J. Doherty, chairman of 
the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners, ruled out seem- 
ing conflicts between the new 
act and existing provisions con- 
cerning voting, in the Constitu- 
tion and state election laws. 

Doherty inquired whether any 
existing statutory or constitu- 
tional provision, such as one re- 
quiring each ballot cast to be 
numbered, would prevent the 
Election Board from using vot- 
ing machines at the city bond 
issue election scheduled for 
Sept. 29, or subsequent elections, 
if the city otherwise complied 
with the act. 

Constitutional Clause. 

| The Attorney General's opin- 
ion pointed out that the state 
Constitution provided elections 
“shall be by ballot or by any 
mechanical method prescribed 
by law.” It requires ballots voted 
shall be numbered. 

These provisions, it was said, 
“apply only to ballots cast in 
the customary and established 
manner and not to votes cast by 
the use of mechanical devices 
as may be authorized by law. We 
find no other constitutional pro- 
vision which would prohibit use 
of voting machines.” 

Attorney General John M. 
Dalton said the enabling act 
specifies that any provision of 
law, city charter or ordinance 
which conflicts with use of ma- 
chine voting as authorized in 
the act, shall be of no force or 
effect in election districts, wards 
or precincts where such ma- 
chines are used.

Donnelly approved two bills 
amending and broadening some 
of the provisions of the state 
law governing retirement of 
public school teachers in St.

Amendments change the rate

The bills call for keeping the

HE theory on which old Syngman Rhee has been operating 


comes in two parts. The first 


nationalist part—Rhee’s natural longing to unify his war-torn 
country. The second part, less obvious but more important, is 
Rhee’s estimate of the probable character of the Far Eastern sit- 


uation after a Korean truce. 


In brief, Rhee has warned 
every American representative 
from President Eisenhower on 
his Korean journey down to As- 
sistant of State Wal- 
ter Robertson in the last few 
days, that a truce in Korea will 
decide nothing. The aged but 
astute Rhee is confident that the 
worst kind of trouble will soon 
begin again, if not in Korea 
then elsewhere in the Far East, 
and he doubts whether the free 
world will have the energy or 
the will to meet new Far Eastern 
challenges, once a Korean truce 
has been made on the unsatis- 
factory basis of the existing 
status quo. 

Hard for Negotiators. 


In this respect, at least, it 
must have been pretty hard for 
Robertson and the other negoti- 
ators to argue successfully with 
Rhee. 


Indochina, particularly, is now 


paralyzed alarm in the inner 
circles of the American Govern- 
ment. The situation has been 
visibly deteriorating, both at 
Saigon and in Paris. The half

The French would 
probably have decided to cut 
their losses in Indochina long 
before this, if the local business 
interests—the Banque de L’Indo- 
Chine and the like—had not 
combined with the immensely 
rich North African colonists. 
All the influence of these pow- 
erful colonial groups has been 
used to block the men in the 
French chamber who wish to 
abandon the Indochinese strug- 

le. 

But the development of the 
situation in Indochina is increas- 
ingly tending to alienate these 
friends of the Indochinese war. 
There is no end in sight in In- 
dochina, without the participa- 
tion of Indochinese troops on the 
largest scale. There can be no 
such participation unless Indo- 
chinese nationalism is satisfied 
by a much more generous grant 
of independence. A victory that 
éan only be won by the sacrifice 
of colonialism cannot be to the 
taste of the great French colo- 
nial interests. 

In short, this Indochinese 
problem that Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles selected six 
months ago as the most urgent 
and critical on his agenda has 
grown a great deal worse since 
then. Nor is Indochina the only 
danger spot. In the Middle

Believed Power of 
Congress to Void 
Law Was Un- 
constitutional.

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP). 
RESIDENT FRANKLIN D. 
ROOSEVELT signed a lend- 
lease bill in 1941, although 

he branded a portion of its un- 

constitutional in a unique offi- 
cial opinion that has been kept 
secret for 12 years. 


Supreme Court Justice Rob- 
ert H. Jackson, who was Mr. 
Roosevelt's Attorney General in 
1941, brought the opinion to 
light in an article in the current 
issue of the Harvatd law review.

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A Time for Firmness 


A second chance for a Korean truce has been 
opened up by the Communists’ provisional ac- 
ceptance of the U.N. proposal to proceed with- 
out Syngman Rhee if necessary. Everything 
may now depend upon whether the United States 
Government shows the firmness and resolution 
required to prevent the South Korean president 
from once again wrecking the truce negotiations. 

The Communists attach a seemingly impos- 
sible condition when they renew their demand 
for recovery of the escaped North Korean pris- 
oners. They must know that this particular egg 
cannot now be unscrambled. But the significant 
fact is that they are willing to negotiate at all. 
Their other conditions—that the U.N. demon- 
strate its ability to enforce a truce, and guaran- 
tee against further prisoner incidents—are not 
unreasonable. The big question is not what 
Syngman Rhee may do, but what the United 
States Government may or may not do to keep 
him under control. 

Senator Wiley is certainly right when he says 
that Symgman Rhee is “playing with global 
dynamite.” But instead of waiting for Rhee to 
set off his explosive charge, our Government, 
profiting by the ample warning given by his 
reckless release of North Korean prisoners, 
ought to be moving fast and effectively to make 
sure that no fuses remain in his hands. 

Judging by the reports from Korea, Rhee 
does not respond well to soft soap. The Presi- 
dent’s emissary, Walter S. Robertson, has not 
been able to offer Rhee enough promises to re- 
duce his opposition to a truce. The question 
is whether soft soap and promises are to be 
the extent of the American policy toward Rhee. 

Are we going to let Rhee destroy the peace 
simply because we cannot buy him off? Or 
are we going to let him know that the Govern- 
ment which saved his regime just will not per- 
mit him, in Senator Wiley’s words, to “shatter 
the chances for world peace in our time?” 

It is beyond belief that the United States 
Government, with all its power and influence, 
does not have the power and influence to 
check Rhee’s reckless course if it makes up its 
mind to do so. Senator Knowland put his finger 
on the heart of the matter when, in his recent 
defense of Rhee, he argued that if Rhee car 
ries on the war despite a truce, the United 
States should not cut off his supplies. 

Senator Knowland is advocating a policy that 
would make a mockery of any truce agreement 
the United States signed. To agree to a cease- 
fire on the one hand, and provide the muni- 
tions for its violation on the other, would reach 
heights of cynicism and irresponsibility which 
are the more shocking for being proposed by 
the acting majority leader of the Senate. 

Yet Senator Knowland has touched the key 
point. If the United States does not supply the 
sinews for Rhee’s violation of a truce, then 
Rhee cannot make a violation effective. If it 
were made perfectly clear to him in advance 
that no violation would be tolerated or sup- 
ported, and if this policy were backed up by 
practical steps to put beyond doubt where the 
real power in Korea lies, then there is every 
reason to believe that a truce could be enforced. 

The Eisenhower Administration has gone to 
great lengths to woo Rhee with kind words. 
But if these continue to fail, the time must come 
when only firmness can be appropriate. The 
United States Government has the power to 
prevent Rhee from touching off his “global 
dynamite,” and must stand ready to use that 
power if necessary. 
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Bill Veeck Making a Point? 
The heat of these mid-season days seems to 
have inclined the baseball boys toward big fig- 
ures: high scores, new records and all that 
sort of thing. The Giants, for example, turned 
in a genuine Khoury League score by beating 
the Brooklyns 20 to 6. Then the Bums got into 


‘the mumbers business by tying the record for 


home runs in consecutive games by getting at 
least one in each of their last 21, including the 
aforementioned comptometer contest. 

But the Browns seem to be most deeply in- 
volved in this fascination with figures — at 
least on the home grounds.

This time, however, he is not repeating the 
serious mistake he made when he tried to keep 
everyone in New York from seeing “The Mira- 
cle,” dy obtaining an official ban. The 9-to# 
decision of the Supreme Court in “The Miracle” 
case stands as notice to all that this country does 
not want and will not have would-be censors of 
what may be seen, heard and fread.

Public opinion is beginning to win its battle 
against suppression of ideas in the United States 
Information Service libraries overseas. The 
Associated Press reports that a new directive 
has been issued by the State Department and 
that under it some 250 out of 300 banned books 
may be put back. 

The instructions apparently do not name the 
books which are cleared for return. But still 
proscribed are some 50 books by “Communists 
and others,” including “controversial authors.” 
Master lists are supposed to have been dis- 


, patched to approximately 189 American li- 


braries in foreign cities. 

The only safe thing to say about this devel- 
opment is that it shows that Secretary Dulles’s 
State Department is at last waking up to the 
great harm it has done to American prestige 
abroad, Under the secret purge program, the 
United States was made to follow Hitler and 
Mussolini in their distrust of free literature 
and the ready exchange of ideas. 

It is not enough to send a new directive to 
the libraries. This time the directive should be 
for the information of the public, too. Let it be 
released “so the people may know,” to take 
up the phrase of the American Society of News 
paper Editors. This is the people’s business. 
What earthly reason can there be for keeping 
the facts from the people who pay the costs? 

Already there is one casualty: Dr. Robert L. 
Johnson, president of Temple University on 
leave, who has resigned as director of the Eisen- 
hower Administration's overseas information 
program. Dr. Johnson, who has been in charge 
of the Voice of America as well as the over- 
seas libraries, says he is “not well enough” to 
continue and that physicians had told him to 
give up his post within 30 days. 

We hope Dr. Johnson's health will be restored 
soon after he gets out of the State Department. 
If anyone says ill health has come on him quick- 
ly, we will say in defense that what Dr. John- 
son has been through is enough to make any 
self-respecting educator seriously sick. 
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Right Once, Wrong Once 

The House Judiciary Committee is just as 
right in killing the resolution to impeach Jus- 
tice William O. Douglas of the Supreme Court 
as it was wrong in refusing to subpena Justice 
Tom C. Clark for the Keating subcommittee. 

In his impeachment demand, Congressman 
Wheeler of Georgia worked off some kind of 
grouch, probably because Justice Douglas gave 
the Supreme Court's unanimous opinion in the 
decision against segregation in District of Co- 
lumbia restaurants. The Douglas stay order in 
the Rosenberg case merely touched off -the 
Southern Democrat's anger and prejudice. So 
the impeachment proposal got exactly its due. 

This cannot at all be said about the refusal 
to call Justice Clark to answer questions under 
oath, not about his tenure on the Supreme 
Court, but about his acts as Attorney General 
in the Truman Cabinet. On the contrary, the 
proposal of Congressman Keating should not be 
allowed to die. It should be revived in the next 
session of Congress and passed. Tom Clark 
should not be immune to fair inquiry just be- 
cause he was given Supreme Court refuge.

As a new venture in arrogance, Senator Me- 
Carthy has tried to overrule a majority of his 
Senate investigations subcommittee. The three 
Democratic members and Republican Senator 
Potter of Michigan had demanded the dismissal 
of J. B. Matthews ag committee staff director. 
Matthews offered to resign. McCarthy now 
refuses to accept the resignation. 

The reasons for demanding the dismissal of 
Matthews are obvious from his article reprinted 
in today’s Mirror of Publie Opinion. Nor do the 
excerpts printed on this page show the full 
extent of Matthews’s slur against the Protestant 
clergy. He even listed as “suspect” those min- 
isters who signed petitions against the McCarran 
Immigration Act—a law opposed by many mem- 
bers of Congress and roundly criticized by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower himself.

A sales expert says more articles are sold at 
45 cents than at 40 cents—a statement which 
we are not so sure we are buying. The reason 
for it, says Robert A. Whitney, president of 
National Sales Executive, Inc., of New York, is 
that a woman fumbling in her pocketbook would 
rather pull out and plank down a 50-cent piece, 
receiving a nickel in change, than dig out three 
or more coins to make up the 40 cents. Mr. 
Whitney addressed these surprising remarks to 


the congress of the International Chamber of 


Commerce in Vienna, He topped them off by 
declaring that only 7 per cent of Americans are 
interested in price. 

Mr. Whitney does not say why American 
women—notoriously as clever as they are beau- 
tifulare unable to figure out for themselves 
that they can pay for a 40-cent article with a 
50-cent piece as easily as they can pay for a 
45-cent article—easier, if anything; five cents 
easier, to be exact. Nor does he say just where, 
and accompanied by what witnesses, he saw a 
woman reach into her pocketbook and draw 
therefrom a 50-cent piece the first thing out of 
the box. It may have happened; we have no in- 
clination to be dubious about it; all we require 
is a little sworn proof.

Tito was the first to revolt 
against this satellite system, and 
in East Germany and in Hun- 
gary the Communists themselves 
— 3 it appears, yielded to the 
revolt. 


Our Influence Declines. 


In the Western half of Europe, 
where there are parliaments 
on free elections, the 
rising tide of nationalism has 
turned against the parties with 
which we are identified. Once 
they had a decisive majority. 
Now they have lost so much 
popular support that in France 
and Italy they no longer have 
working majorities for the meas- 
ures on which our European pol- 
icy is founded. 

We cannot hope to succeed in 
adapting ourselves to the net 
conditions unless we take Aa 
balanced and objective view of 
Europe as a whole. We cannot 
afford taking the easiest way, 
which is to see only what we 
like to see—that is, resistance 
in the East — and to avert our 
eyes from what it is not pleas- 
ing to see—namely the precipi- 
tate decline of American in- 
fluence in Europe. 


No New Votes for Us. 


If we do that, we shall surely 
mislead ourselves on a point of 
the greatest practical conse- 
quence. We shall tend to tell 
ourselves that the people who 
are resisting the Soviets in the 
East are enlisting for the Amer- 
ican solution of the German and 
the European problem. 

Almost surely this will not be 
true. Almost surely the Ger- 


man workingmen who are the ist 


active element of the East Ger- 
man resistance are Social Demo- 
cratic trade untonists. They will 
not be voting, if there are free 
elections, for the European army, 
for the federal unity of the 
Western part of Europe, for Dr. 
Adenauer, or for American 
leadership in Europe. 


We are confronted with popu- 
lar forces which, unfortunately, 
we have misunderstood, neg- 
lected, ignored, and antagonized. 

| These forces are made up of 
| the same people we have known 
10 long, have fought side by 
| side with—but now they are 
| rallied to a national purpose and 
[they are charged with the ele- 
mental and indestructible and 
explosive motive of national 
pride, resistance to alien pow- 
ers, and their own country first 
of all. 

Being ourselves a country 
where nationalist feeling is run- 
ning so very high, it is strange 
that we should have sold our- 
selves a European policy which 
is in such violent contradiction 
with national sentiment in Eu- 
rope.

It is so violently in conflict 
with it that the British and the 
Scandinavians have never 
thought of joining the organiza- 
tions, and the French and the 
Germans are resisting them. 

The Congress of the United 
States is so concerned about the 
preservation of American sov- 
ereignty that it can hardly be 
kept from adopting the Bricker 
Amendment. Yet this same 
Congress breathes fire at the 
suggestion that there are so 
many Germans who prefer the 
national unity of Germany to

And in the city of Washing- 
ton, where nobody has yet suc-

| Power of Nationalism. 


Yet the national forces in 


Europe are now unmistakably | 


on the move. They are very 
powerful, for the longer view 
much more powerful, I venture 
to believe, than any rival or op- 
posing force. For national pa- 
triotism, -where it is directed 
against foreign powers, unites 
men otherwise divided by 
religion, by party, by class and 
occupation. 

Nationalism is more powerful, 
being rooted so profoundly in 
human nature, than any ide- 
ology, which has recently been 
propounded by a party congress 
and is being imposed by propa- 
ganda on the top of men’s heads. 
One can fairly say, I believe, 
that when Communism ad- 
vances, it is carried by the 
forces of nationalism, and that 
when Communism retreats the 
forces that repel it are national- 


Being so powerful, national- 
ism is, of course, powerful both 
for good or evil. But the one 
thing we can be sure of is this: 
It is too powerful to be ignored 
by us or repressed by the Rus- 
sians. That is why Western Eu- 
rope is resuming its indepen- 
dence of Washington.

IL HAS ALWAYS got very fine treatment in Washington.

Also, big oil 
companies have been among the 
industries granted tax write-offs 
for construction of additional 
plant capacity for defense con- 
tracts of one sort and another. 

Chairman Wolverton makes 
much of these special privileges 
in connection with the oil price 
advance. He points to the de-

Against the Future? 


In view of these allowances,

CINCINNATI, July 8—Eldon 
John (Rip) Repulski spent six 
years in the minors learning 
how to become a major league 
ball player, and day by day it 
is becoming more evident that 
the bashful snub-nosed blond 
learned his lessons well—down 
there and up here. 

Rip summed it up pretty well 
himself the other day around 
the batting cage in Chicago's 
Wrigley Field. Someone ob- 
served that the Cardinals’ fleet- 
footed rookie from Rochester 
had been hitting the ball hard- 
er, going to the opposite field 
more often. 

Repulski smiled shyly. “If you 
can’t learn to cope with situa- 
tions or listen to more experi- 
enced men after six years in the 
minors, you'll never learn,” he 
said. 

The rapid young man from 
Sauk Rapids, Minn., a poor boy 
who won his way into college 
on the strength of his athletic 
ability, is a smart kid, according 
to his major league mentor, 
Dixie Walker. And the results 
would bear out that opinion. 

Batting Suggestions. 

To cut down on his strikeouts 
in the minors, a bad batting 
habit that kept him in the 
bushes, Repulski crouched and 
began to learn to lay off the 


Dixie’s brother, Harry (The Hat) 
Walker, Rochester manager. But 
when Rip joined the Redbirds, 
Dixie recommended a more up- 
right stance so that the 24-year- 
old Polish Falcon could hit out- 
side pitches to cight field better. 
„He's willing, eager and quick 
to learn,” Walker recently com- 
plimented the 10-second sprinter 
from St. Cloud Teachers College.

The Missouri frog season 
opened July 1 and* will run 
through Nov. 30. The possession 
Umit is 10. The regulations gov- 
ferning the taking of frogs in 
/ Missouri are confusing, to say 
the least. It is necessary to have 
either a hunting or fishing per- 
mit and the regulations outline 
definite methods which , must 
be followed under the use of 
each. A huntjng permit holder 
may use a bow and arrow, 
caliber rifle, pistol, hand, or 
hand-net. A fishing permittee 
may use his hands, hand-net, 
gig, or hook and line. Those 
holding both hunting and fish- 
ing permits may take frogs by 
all methods of either permit. 
Artificial lights may be used by 
holders of either permit. By 
hand and hand-net are the only 
two methods that may be em- 
ployed in common by both per- 
mits. 

Gigging the Most Effective. 

To remember the ramifica- 
tions of this confusing regula- 
tion is next to impossible. The 
average frog hunter would have 
to take a refresher course if he 
remembers the various classifi- 
cations under which he was hunt- 
ing or fishing for frogs. Pos- 
sibly the bow and arrow boys 
could claim Cherokee ancestry 
and escape with a lighter pen- 
alty if they did not -possess a 
hunting permit, and the hand- 
net wielder, who had neither 
license, could pretend to be an 
absent-minded professor out 
looking for dragon flies! At one 
time, a few years ago, it was 
illegal to gig frogs in Missouri 
but they could be taken by 
rifle, while in the neighboring 
state of Arkansas it was against 
the law to shoot them but they 
could be speared. 


No doubt, the gigging or 


spearing of frogs at night with | 


a small, three-tined spear is the 
most effective method of all. A 
high-power, focusing flashlight 
is used and, as the boat slowly 
moves along down the drainage 
ditch or stream, the beams from 
the electric torch are constantly 
played on the shores near the 
water’s edge to pick up the 
white, nearly luminous gleam of 
the underthroat of the pullfrog. 
When one is marked by this 
method the boat is slowly edged 
toward the shore and the spear- 
man poises the gig for the 
thrust. The frog is either im- 
paled or a clean miss is scored 
and the frog frantically leaps in 
the water with a resounding 
“kerplunk” and a startled bel- 
low, and escapes unscathed. 
Many Shot, but Not Bagged. 
Far too many frogs that are 
mortally shot by .22-caliber ri- 
fles and pistols are never recov- 
ered by the frog hunters. A 
highly developed nerve gangling 
in the frog’s back produces a 
reflex that causes the frog to 
jump even after death. If the 


bullet is placed exactly in the f 


hinge of the back, the reflexes 
are abolished, but few marks- 
men are that expert, especially 
from a moving, rocking boat. 
Very few, indeed, are the frog 
hunters who will pick up a frog 
by the hand method, especially 
since the stream banks are rank 
with a heavy vegetation that 
also harbors the poisonous cot- 
tonmouth moccasin which, too, 
is attracted by the beams of the 


flashlight and the tell-tale white 


throat of the spotlighted frog. 

One of the very best recipes 
for cooking frogs, of course, 
comes from France, and .the 


whole frog can be used — not 


just “the large, luscious legs.” 
Here it is: Dress the frogs and 
place in cold running water un- 
til they are rosy white. 
are “jumbo” in size and ancient 
in appearance, marinate in 
eider vinegar, bay leaf, parsley

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP) 
—Senator Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
declared today he is “getting a 
run-around” in his efforts to ob- 
tain action this year on a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
to limit treaty-making powers. 

“It begins to appear that Ad- 
ministration leaders are stalling

present form,” Bricker said in 
an interview. 

“If the Senate doesn’t get a 
chance to act on this matter, I’m 
going to take my fight to the 
country and explain just who is 
responsible for the delay.”

Dulles has contended that in 
its present form the proposed 
amendment would prevent the 
Federal Government from mak- 
ing international agreements 
governing narcotic traffic and 
other matters without first con- 
sulting the Senate. 5 
President Eisenhower has said 
he does not believe any treaty 
can supersede the Constitution 
but that if it would quiet the 
fears of anyone to make that 
sort of a simple statement in 
an amendment, he would sup- 
port the move. 

However, the President said 
he would never agree to any- 
thing that interferes with his 
constitutional rights to conduct 
foreign affairs. 

Bricker’s proposal, listing 63 
other Senators as co-authors, 
would amend Constitution 
to declare that provision of 
a treaty which conflicts with 
Constitution shall not be 
of any foree or effect.” The 
Ohio Senator has said this is 
necessary to prevent treaties 
from overruling domestic laws.

COTTON PLANTING 
9 PCT. UNDER 1952; 
DROUTH BLAMED 


The Department of Agriculture 
reported today that plantings of 
cotton this year are 9 per cent 
under last year, This indicated 
that drouth and other unfavor- 
able conditions in growing areas 
may keep the erop from becom- 
ing a surplus problem. 

While the reduction is not as 
much as the 18 per cent that had 
been requested by Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson, it would well 
produce a crop below the top 
goal of 12,500,000 bales set by 
the Secretary. 

In appealing for a smaller 
crop, Benson told farmers be- 
fore planting time that if they 
produced more than 12,500,000 
bales, he probably would be re- 
quired under terms of farm law 
to invoke rigid marketing quotas 
on the 1954 crop to keep sup- 
plies from getting larger. 

The department said that 24. 
618,000 acres of cotton were un- 
der cultivation July 1. This 
would produce a crop of slightly 
more than 13,000,000 bales if the 
acre yields reached the high ay- 
erage of the last 10 years.

BILL TO RE-AUTHORIZE 00 
TAX HERE SIGNED INTO LAW 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 8— 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly today ap- 
proved a Legislative revision 
bill which, among other provi- 
sions, re-enacts the law author- 
izing the City of St. Louis to 
levy a special tax for mainten- 
ance of the city zoo. The tax 
rate is not changed by the bill. 

The bill makes the law as to 
zoological parks applicable only 
to cities of 600,000 population 
or more—St. Louis now is the 
only city of such size in the 
state—instead of the former 
population classification of 400,-

cable only to St. Louis and not 
to include Kansas City, it was 
said. 

The act authorizes the city to 
levy the present annual tax of 
one-fifth of a mill on the dollar 
of assessed valuation of proper- 
ty, annually, for establishment, 
maintenance and extension of a 
public zoological park.

HILDREN cry when they are in distress, including being

father. Yet.we hear about parents who look upon a child’s 
cry as a personal annoyance and who shout at a baby, “Stop 
that crying.” They have even been known to spank the 
little one. They don't deserve to be parents. 

When u child cries any ordinary intelligent person will 
go to him and find out what is the matter. They will pick 
him. up and examine him to make certain he is clean and 
dry, and, if not, make him comfortable, talking assuringly to 
him, then replacing him in his crib.

THOSE WHO SAY, “I can’t be bothered with his crying. 
I can’t keep changing him every minute,” are saying in 
effect, “I am misplaced as a parent. I never should have 
had a child. I am unfit.” 

Some babies cry when they are not hungry, when they 
are dry and clean and well-tended. Ascertain why they are 
crying. If they have been left alone in their cribs too long 
their wee bodies may be aching. Carry them about in your 
arms for a few minutes, pat their backs, caress them, com- 
fort them with the warmth of your body and affection of 
your heart. Shake up their beds and croon to them a 
minute. These are your helpless little ones who are depend- 
ent upon ‘you for the care, the love that means as much as 
food and drink to them. Who are you to fail them?

WHEN A CHILD CRIES habitually, the physician must 
be asked to examine him, not just once, but as many times 
as is necessary to learn about the child’s ways, his home 
background, his life history, so that he can prescribe for 
him with knowledge and understanding. Follow the phy- 
sician’s directions. Don't let the onlookers tell you what 
they did for their children. This is your baby, blood of 
your blood, yours, not the neighbor’s. It is at once your 
high privilege and your duty to find why he cries and end 
the cause. 

Infants should be treated gently. Parents’ voices 
should soothe the crying child. Fathers and mothers, who 
sympathize with themselves too much because their baby 
cries, should never forget that they also were infants and 
undoubtedly did their own spell of crying.

Scallions 


Are Good 
With Steak

NE of the good reasons why 

we often choose a roast for 

Sunday dinner is that we 
hope we will have plenty of 
leftovers for the early part of 
the week. In summer, however, 
our plans are often subject to 
change. 

We may follow the idea of 
serving the roast on Saturday 
night. Of course, it is not nec- 
essary to use the cold meat on 
Sunday, Instead we may choose 
HA ay thick steak—always a 


Whether cooked outdoors 
over a grill or under the broil- 
er of the kitchen range, even a 
thick steak cooks comparatively 
quickly. While you may prefer 
low-temperature coo for 
roasts, steak needs plenty of 
heat, at least for the first part 
of the cooking. 

If there is great difference of 
opinion as to whether steak 
should be rare, medium or well 
done, it’s best to buy individual 
portions so you can suit every- 
one. Even when these are thick, 
however, they never seem to 
have quite the flavor that a 
large steak has. 


Onions seem to go particular- - 


ly well with steak. Fried or 
smothered onions are first 
choice, but very good indeed are 
minced young green scallions 
that may be heated in the drip- 
pings when the steak is ready 
to serve. 

Creamed potatoes or potatoes 
hashed in cream are especially 
delicious with steak, although 
there is really nothing better 
than a baked potato if you don’t 
mind having your oven going 
that long. Preparing these is 
not so practical when the broil- 
er is not separate from the 


oven. 
Broiled Steak. 

Slash fat edges of steak. 
Grease broiler rack lightly with 
a piece of the fat. Place steak 
on rack about 3 inches from 
heat. Broil on one side, Turn 
and broil on other side. Season 
on both sides with salt and 
pepper. Remove to platter. 
Spread with butter, if desired. 

Sauteed Scallions. 

Slice heads and tender por- 
tions of scallions.

NE of the common arguments, at the high school age, 
0 is whether youngsters should go steady“ or not. But 

at Brenda’s high school there isn’t much room for argu- 
ment, says she: Either you go steady or you don't go at 
all.”
